“The country with the most effi- 
cient directional wireless is bound to 
win the next war. The rapidity with 
which experiments are succeeding in 
England in this phase of wireless con- 
trol will surely result in a revolution 
in modern ideas of naval warfare. 

“L had in mind a gigantic clash be- 
tween two manless navies in  mid- 
ocean, directed by unseen hands on 
the lavd or in the air,

y Y|have been highly satisfactory. In 
the weaker navy 


is bound to drive 
from the seas and then the seaboard 
and bases of the latter will be en- 
tirely at the mercy of the strongest.” 

Thus Senator Guglielmo Marconi, 
who has just returned from a two 


months eftise in the Mediterranean 
- on hig yacht Electra, summed upthe 


possibilities of this newest arm of the 
marvellous wireless achievements. 

“The possibilities along the line are 
so great that even I am afraid to say 
too much. No one knows its limit. 
Already scientists stand aghast at 
what the future may bring. Experi- 
ments in England in directional wire- 
less are already successful in the em- 
bryonic stages, and are being so im- 
proved and becoming so much more 
efficient that daily there are new sur- 
prises. 

“TL understand that America is so 
impressed that the greater part of the 
summer naval manoeuvres will be de- 
voted to furthering its knowledge of 
this most important development by 
using obsolete dreadnoughts directed 
by wireless as targets for attacks 
from the air. 

“Tt can readily be seen that if one 
ship can be controlled-in this manner 
the future manless navies are simply 
a matter of time and development. 

“If a war ever comes when this is 
perfected it will be more terrible than 
ever.”

From our earliest infancy to totter- 
ing old age we yse the mouth as an 
amateur workshop, testing laboratory, 


ener, lubricator, wrench, vise, weap- 
on of offense and defensé—and for 
unnumbered other duties in addition 


In fact the mouth is commonly 
used as a third hand. 

This means an enormous amount of 
wear and tear—upon the tecth, gums 
and jaws—that does not come from 
chewing alone. 

Almost everything that is put into 
the mouth has infection of some kind 


The very fact that we suffer so lit- 
tle from this overuse of the mouth 
shows that the saliva must be agerm 
killer to a very considerable extent 
but the saliva does not always protect 
lus from infection from these outside 
sources. 

Many very serious conditions arise 
from the “third hand’ use of the 
mouth. In addition to infection the 
unreasonable strain upon the teeth 
oftert breaks the enamel and occasion- 
ally breaks off whole teeth, fillings 
are loosened, decay is encouraged and 
the irritation to the lips, cheeks, gums 
jand tongue favors canccr. 

The habit of biting threads instead 
lof cutting them causes a chronic in- 
flammation of the membrane that 
covers the roots of the teeth and will 
cause the loss of the teeth It is 
much more comfortable—and cheaper 


In fact the value of the mouth is so 
great that it is poor economy to abus 


it.
